In Praise of All Artists 
Marion Art Center Members Show

There is a finite number of superlatives available in the 
English language, words to describe something outstanding, 
something that radiates beauty, something that is wonderful. 
But there is an infinite number of words that describe 
emotions like the universe of emotions evoked by the 2023 
Summer Members Show at the Marion Art Center now on 
view through September 22. 

The show opened on August 11 with a stunning 117 
works of art to feed your art-loving soul. 

To give you a sense of what's in store when you take 
the show in for yourself, consider this: There are 25 acrylics, 
20 oils, 10 pastels and 21 watercolors. Add in a textile, two 
charcoals on newsprint, three-dimensional collages, wooden 
sculptures and a host of other delicious offerings and, well, 
it’s an art banquet. We appreciated it all fully aware of the 
mental and physical effort it takes to produce art in any 
form. 

Don’t pass anything by as you marvel at John 
Magnan/’s sculptures inspired by man’s inhumanity to man 
in the 1600s to the trap of continuous data in 2022 (oak, 
maple, white oak.) While his social commentary is reflected 
in his sculptures, the masterful manner in which the artist 
turns wood into a feather or a META symbol into a flowing, 
seamless piece demonstrates his command of the material 
and the process. 

You'll want to stand in front of Sarah Brown- 
Miquelle’s pastels and be bathed in her color choices. 
Brown-Miquelle is the winner of the 2023 Annual National 
Juried Exhibition for Pastels Only held in July on Cape Cod. 

Tucked into a corner of the second-floor gallery are 
two faces that touch any animal lover’s heart. These, too, 
are pastels done by Jane Egan, whose animal faces engage 
the viewer and seem to lock eyes with you in a tender, 
endearing manner. 

Janet Smith-Flaherty controls her watercolors while 
producing delicate works; Kate Frazer Rego’s mixed-media 
collages are in a word brilliant; and Alice Shire’s brush work 
yields precision and imagination. 

And there are several adult students showing their 
works for the first time, who were thrilled to be counted

among those who are classically trained. 

“T have taken classes here ... they are very good and 
encouraging to the beginner,” said Janet Cromer, explaining 
that her watercolor was inspired by objects she has collected 
over the years, pieces that mean something to the fabric 
of her life experiences. “Painting them as a still life I think 
immortalizes them.” 

Cromer’s piece has deep, saturated colors not 
normally associated with watercolors. “The great thing 
about the Members Show is any member can enter,” she 
stated with a smile. 

Don’t take my word for just how splendid this show 
is. Take advantage of the wealth of talent on display now at 
a neighborhood gallery, the Marion Art Center, whose petite 
frame belies its power to bring us outstanding art in all its 
forms.

Hathaway Puts His Stamp on Good Works

Brad Hathaway isn’t taking any more donations of 
stamps, thank you, but the longtime Mattapoisett activist 
remains eager to keep his Quaker Missions going. 

Hathaway was recently recognized as one of the 
recipients of an annual award from the American Philatelic 
Society, the national gold standard of stamp collectors. 

“I can’t go to Ohio because of my health,” he said, 
referring to the APS event that will recognize Luff Award 
recipients, but he will go to Rhode Island next month where 
a stamp club involved in his longtime cause will honor him. 

Established in the memory of former APS president 
John N. Luff,»

Hathaway was highlighted with other Luff Award recipients 
in the July issue of American Philatelist, the world’s longest 
continuously published philatelic magazine. 

Nearly an 80-year philatelist with life memberships 
in both the American Philatelic Society and the Hawaiian 
Philatelic Society and 30 years in the New Bedford Stamp 
Collectors Club, Hathaway launched his effort to use his 
stamp-collecting pastime as a vehicle for philanthropy in

Minus red tape, Hathaway was able to streamline 
decisions and put together a program that raised and 
distributed $105,000 for causes such as third-world countries Repairs * Remodels ¢ New Construction 
and Native Americans for voluntary service that aids stamp 
collecting and collectors. 

“Some of it went right here in town,” he said, noting 
a member of his Quaker church that needed assistance. “We 
paid her taxes one year with it.” 

Hathaway’s involvement in stamp collecting saw him 
serve on the SEAPEX committees formed by New Bedford 
and Cape Cod-based clubs and the committee for the initial 
issue of the Moby Dick stamped envelope in New Bedford. 

Upon his 1997 retirement as a local newspaper 
columnist, Hathaway launched Quaker Missions, collecting 
mostly used stamps from Quakers worldwide and also 
from an Arizona-based prisoner looking to help the cause. 
Assisted by local volunteers from other faiths, Hathaway 
prepared stamp packets and sold them for $7.

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presented Hathaway with its Sydney Adams Award “for 
distinguished service in ecumenical ministry.” Several times 
in the waning years, the bulk of sales were transferred to 
Quakers, first in California and then in Indiana, where it 
continues to this day. 

The family wants to be very clear that the project has 
ended. Hathaway continues to receive stamp donations that 
he has to find a way to discard. He had a sale scheduled and 
had to cancel because he was in the hospital. 

The limitations of Parkinson’s disease and a recent 
diagnosis of kidney failure requiring dialysis have thrown 
roadblocks in Hathaway’s path, but they have not changed 
his attitude toward giving. In the face of these challenges, he 
remains optimistic, even jovial in his laughter at the calamity 
inside and around him. 

Pointing to piles and piles of stamps in his house, 
Hathaway says, “this is getting ready for the sale, this is how 
far I got.” 

The extensive collection represents donations 
including but not limited to that of a New York-based 
company focused in a particular part of a collection and 
donated the rest, some to Hathaway’s cause and another 
portion to a Rhode Island-based stamp club where 
Hathaway’s cousin is a member and has held auctions of 
Hathaway’s collection. 

“That money would go to me, which in the beginning 
would go to Quaker Missions, now still active - they’re still 
going to be selling but this time for the (Mattapoisett) Land 
Trust,” he explained. 

The remaining stamps will yet be sold to fund the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust scholarship that exists in memory 
of his wife Priscilla. Hathaway says $15,000 has been raised 
toward the annual scholarship. 

The scholarship, which is not payable until after the 
first semester of college, was awarded for the first time this 
year in the amount of $1,000 to 2023 Old Rochester Regional 
High School graduate Jed Dupree, who won two Gold Key 
awards at the state level and planned to attend Mass College 
of Art this fall. 

As a founder of the Land Trust with Priscilla, 
Hathaway is determined to attend next April’s 50th 
anniversary of the land-protection organization. 

Oh, and in between his medical appointments, 
Hathaway is still walking. He isn’t planning another 25,000- 
mile journey around the globe, but determination fuels his 
continued walk to help those living on it.

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islands: Pine Island, Wolf Island, Brandt Island and 
Goodspeed Island. Real or imagined, they are all familiar 
places in our community. I also mentioned a few streets of 
note. Today’s lesson will take a deeper dive into the streets 
of Mattapoisett. 

Sorry folks, but once a teacher, always a teacher. 

Since that column, I have been thinking a lot about 
streets in general and here in particular. One doesn’t think 
much about streets unless yours is not plowed in the winter, 
or they can cost you an arm and a leg to repair your car after 
an encounter with a pothole, but streets are very interesting. 
They may be called roads, lanes, paths, avenues, boulevards, 
highways, byways, arteries, ways, parkways, freeways, 
thoroughfares, rows, terraces and so on. 

They all have names. Main Street is a common name. 
There seems to be one in every town. According to the U.S. 
Census, there are almost 11,000 Main Streets in the U.S.A. 
We have one. Alas, it is not the most popular street name 
in the country. Park Street is and we have three of those - a 
Lane, a Place and a Street. Main Street is tied with First 
Street for the second-most-popular name. We have one of 
those also. It is off Hollywood Road near Second and Third 
Streets just off Avenue A. Got all that? 

The shortest street in the country is McKinley Street in 
Bellefontaine, Indiana. It’s just 30 feet long. By the way, the 
longest street is Colfax Avenue in Denver. It has been called 
“the longest, wickedest street in America.” They must have 
stolen that designation from Boston’s Washington Street, 
which starts in the city and goes to the Rhode Island line. It’s 
wicked long. In fact, there are six distinct Washington Streets 
in the city of Boston. Lord help any first responder on an 
emergency call. 

First responders back here at home must be on the ball 
too. A perusal of Mattapoisett’s list of streets reveals some 
interesting facts. Did you know there are eight streets with 
the name Bay in them? Bay Road, not to be confused with 
Bayview Avenue, Bay Shore Drive, Bayberry Lane and three 
Bay View Avenues - Cd, Ms, and Bd (whatever those letters 
mean), and just plain Bay Street. 

There is a Beach Street and a Beach Road. Not to be 
confused with Beech Tree Lane or Beech Wood Road. Back 
to the islands: There is Brandt Island Road, Brandt Island 
Avenue, Brandt Island Shores, and Island View Avenue. 

Tree names are popular. Perhaps you live on Cedar 
Point Avenue, Cedar Street, Cedar Road, or Cedarcrest 
Avenue. There are three Highland Avenues - Pc, Bb and 
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a Highland View. Confused yet? I am! Hope your GPS is 
working if you were to come home late one night and turn 
onto Field Street instead of Fieldstone Drive or Fieldcrest 
Lane. 

There must be a lot of holly in town because there is 
Holly Lane, Holly Hollow Lane, Holly Street, and Holly 
Wood Road, which is not the aforementioned Hollywood 
Road. 

I would be remiss if I didn’t mention the four 
Oaklands: the Street, the Terrace, the Way and the Avenue. 
Plus, the Pines ... Pine Island Road, Pine Ridge Lane, Pine 
Road and Pine Street. 

And, of course, the famous Pigwackett Lane. There is 
only one of those. 


Locals Working for Collaborative 
South Coast Public Health Collaborative

The South Coast Public Health Collaborative met 
virtually on Monday morning and announced three hires, 
including Gabrielle Almeida as the full-time PHE Shared 
Services Health Specialist (inspector), Shallyn Rodriguez 
as the part-time PHE Shared Services Health Specialist 
(inspector) and Olive Wicherski as PHE Shared Services 
coordinator. 

Almeida, who is scheduled to start her new full-time 
job on Monday, August 21, left her post as Mattapoisett’s 
administrative assistant to the Board of Health, but as an 
employee of the collaborative, could spend time in her new 
role serving Mattapoisett. 

Rodrigues’ new part-time role with the collaborative 
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calls for up to 15 hours per week on top of the 30 hours she 
works as Marion’s Health agent. 

As coordinator, Wicherski plans to meet with 
representatives from each member town to learn local 
regulations and get a feel for what towns are looking for in 
the collaborative. 

Presiding over Monday morning’s meeting, Westport 
Director of Public Health Matt Armendo reported that all 
member towns have signed the Inter-Municipal Agreement 
(IMA.) 

In a meeting last week with the Rochester Board of 
Health, Armendo explained the pact, stating that the grant 
funding will last until at least 2033. The initial grant last year 
was $300,000, he said, and another $300,000 was received 
this year. A total of $132,000 will be added to that amount 
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for 2024. 

On Monday, he explained that each member 
community has a primary representative who can vote and 
alternate members who can vote in the primary member’s 
absence. 

Representing Mattapoisett, Public Health Nurse Emily 
Field is the primary member, and Board of Health Chairman 
Carmelo Nicolosi is the alternate. 

Representing Marion, Health Director Lori Desmarais 
is the primary member; the Board of Health will discuss its 
official representative going forward, Albin Johnson, Dr. Ed 
Hoffer or Dr. John Howard. 

Representing Rochester, Board of Health Chairperson 
Sarah Tisdale Eby is the primary member, and Public Health 
Nurse Connie Dolan is the alternate. 

Lakeville will be represented primarily by Board of 
Health Chairman Chris Spratt, and Armendo represents 
Westport, the host town. 

“The next meeting is going to be interesting,” said 
Armendo, who invited members to request topics for the 
agenda as all the new hires will be officially on board and 
available to take questions. 

The collaborative is looking into holding a health fair 
in the fall, and there could be training sessions with guest 
speakers on particular subjects. 

Armendo asked member-community representatives 
if, like Westport (the host town of the collaborative), other 
member towns have regulations requiring the phasing out 
of cesspools. More to the point, he asked how towns are 
approaching homeowners dealing with financial hardships 
related to septic requirements.

According to Armendo, the state Department of 
Environmental Protection now allows a 0% loan. No other 
member town has applied for such, but Marion Health 
Director Lori Desmarais noted that Marion is exploring 
opportunities to support betterments in town. 

Spratt said Lakeville is “pretty active with 
betterments” but noted that while the 5% loan is available to 
everyone, the 0% loan sponsored by MassDEP is based on 
income. 

Armendo also told member-town representatives that 
he will send out information on a grant-type program for 
homeowners. 

It was noted that Rochester was not represented on 
Monday morning’s Google Meet. 

The next meeting of the South Coast Public Health 
Collaborative is scheduled for Thursday, September 21, at 
9:00 am in person in Westport. 


Tornado Leaves Work for Homeowners, 


Mattapoisett 
By Marilou Newell 

The good news is that no one was hurt. That sentiment 
is what we heard as we followed up with Mattapoisett 
Town Administrator Mike Lorenco, Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Henri Renauld and homeowner Sue 
Linhares regarding the August 8 tornado. 

That is not to say that the damage created by the 
EF-1 tornado wasn’t costly in terms of cleanup and small- 
structure damage. A quick glance down Eldorado Drive off 
of North Street confirmed that tree damage was significant, 
including damage to a Mattapoisett Highway Department 
truck. But “no significant harm” was sustained by residents 
or municipal employees. 

Lorenco shared that he has been in conversations 
during an August 11 roundtable meeting with Lieutenant 
Governor Kim Driscoll. Storm damage to Mattapoisett 
and other communities was the topic. He said some towns 
experienced flood damage. Storm damage funding is being 
sought. Lorenco said a very rough estimate of the financial 
impact is $160,000, but it might be slightly higher. 

“We are waiting to see what insurance will cover,” said 
Lorenco, who could not speculate on costs associated with 
tree removal but said that overtime costs from the Highway, 
Police and Fire Departments would not be sizeable. 

Renauld estimates Water Department damage at about 
$100,000 to the Tinkham freshwater station. He confirmed 
that a Water Department employee sought cover inside the 
treatment building as the tornado approached. Downed 
trees caused a bit of a challenge in freeing him from the 
building but, again, “no one was seriously injured.” 

As cleanup continues, Lorenco put out a statement on 
Monday: “After hearing from several concerned residents, 
the Town will be doing pickups of tree trimmings, branches 
and logs ... from those residents affected by the tornado.” 
He went on to say that roads included are Tinkham Lane, 
Hereford Hill, Stoney Hill Road, North Street and Eldorado 
Drive. All cuttings should be brought to the edge of the 
roadway so equipment can pick it up. Questions should be 
directed to the Highway Department at 508-758-4100. 

Board of Health Director Gail Joseph stated that 
there is no charge to residents if the Highway Department 
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removes storm debris as noted in Lorenco’s message to 

the public. “We charge private contractors working for 
residents; it’s part of their contract with their customer. The 
town has to pay to remove storm debris from the Transfer 
Station; it’s only fair that contractors pay for what they 
dump. That’s our policy.” 

One impacted resident noted that her family will 
have firewood for many decades to come. “We are slowly 
reclaiming our property,” said Sue Linhares, whose home 
was miraculously spared any damage. “It came within 100 
feet of my house. ... The blessing is no one was hurt.” 


Amazing Sight of Summer

Seals are fascinating, semiaquatic, marine mammals. 
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They are marvelous to look at while they are 
performing their acrobats in the ocean. A seal easily races 
through the water at 35 kilometers per hour, and they are 
lucky if they can cover 2 kilometers per hour on land. 

With their round and expressive eyes, seals see very 
well underwater. Once they are on land, however, they have 
poor visibility. Seals love to bask in the sun on a sandbar. 

Seals have four flippers, so they are in a category of 
animals known as pinnipedia, 
which means fin-footed. The 
pinnipeds group contains three 
families: phocidae, the earless 
or true seal (e.g. Common 
seal); otoriidae, eared seals (e.g. 
fur seals and sea lions) and t 
odobenidae (walrus.) my 

It is believed that seals Sa, Ned 
have evolved from land based, NS 
bear or otter-like ancestors. 

There are around 33 species of ‘ 
seals. They are found in most 

waters of the world, mainly | | 
in the Arctic and Antarctica pit Ech | 
but also in some areas of the 
tropics. 

Seals have a layer of fat under skin called blubber, 
which keeps them warm in cold water. Their slick fur coat 
is streamlined for gliding through water. Their whiskers, as 
illustrated, help them to detect prey in dark murky waters. 

Seals live on average for 25 to 30 years. Females 
usually live longer than males. Seals range in size from 
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about 1 meter (3 feet, 3 inches) and 45 kilograms (100 
pounds.) Many fishermen don’t like seals because they 
believe the whiskered predators are clever thieves. Seals 
are carnivores and steal fish off lines and out of gillnets and 
even break into lobster pots to dine on tasty crustaceans. 
Seals mainly eat fish, though some also eat squid, other 
mollusks and crustaceans. 

An increase in the seal population on Cape Cod is 
bringing white sharks closer to the beaches frequented by 
people. Great White sharks and seals have a predator-prey 
relationship where the shark is the predator and the seal is 
the prey. 

I used to love going out on my son-in-law’s boat 
on a lovely summer’s day on the New Bedford Harbor to 
observe these curious yet shy animals diving and frolicking 
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in the water. 
Thope you get the opportunity to see the amazing 
seals this summer! 


Orcas Object to Argo’s Flight Plan

Novice sailor Cal Currier’s victorious solo trek from 
Marion across the Atlantic Ocean last summer was always 
going to have a sequel challenge, a sail this summer across 
the Mediterranean Sea from Portugal to Greece. 

Last month, the grandson of veteran sailor Bill 
Saltonstall experienced his greatest adventure on that sequel 
trip with his father, James Currier, aboard. 

Docked over the winter in Lagos, Portugal, following 

the celebrated, month-long, 2022 voyage from Marion, 
Argo, the Tartan-brand, 30-foot sailboat that Cal had pougHe 
for $12,000 from 90-year-old Sandy Van r 
Zandt in Noank, Connecticut, departed for S— 
Athens. 

This time he had his father James 
Currier, an experienced sailor, with him. 

On the fourth day of the journey, “a 
lovely day” according to James, it had just 
turned dark at 10:40 pm local time. “We 
were ina bad spot,” he said, calling it the 
“worst spot since leaving Marion” due to 12 }) 
to 18 knots wind on shore. 

“Everyone suggested we stay close 
to shore to avoid the Orcas,” he said of the 
whales known to attack boat rudders. 

Tides were racing one way and 
winds the other, resulting in confused 
wave patterns. With an onshore breeze, the 
Curriers turned on the motor to give Argo 
a little more boost and started steering by 
hand. 

“We just wanted to be in control,” said James, noting 
it had started to drizzle. “I happened to have the tiller in my 
hand, which is really rare.” 

Having gotten some water and dirt in the engine, the 
fuel filters needed changing so the crew left engine running 
while listening and all the while, trying to get a wave from 
Gibraltar Point. 

“The tiller hit me in the stomach,” said James, who 
looked back wondering if he was dragging a line. “Cal stood 
up and he said, ‘It’s the Orcas.’ There were some serious 
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waves, and it was dark. We had studied up on the Orcas and 
were prepared.” 

The advice in this time of crisis in strange waters and 
seven to eight hours from the next daylight was to try to get 
an English-speaking voice on the radio and at the same time, 
turned off the engine, take down the sails and “become as 
uninteresting as possible.” 

Argo was following a catamaran 40 minutes ahead on 
a VHF signal. 

They were advised to pack some dirt or sand and 
throw it into the water to ward off the whales. 

Cal’s brother Wesley, age 19, was aboard and throwing 
dirt into the water from the side of Argo, which as a Tartan 
30 is 30 to 60 inches above the water line. A head came up, 3 
to 5 feet from Wesley’s nose. 

“There appeared to be two to three of them that were 

. hitting our rudder. They didn’t touch 
the propeller and they didn’t touch the 
windvane. They knew what they were 
doing, they only hit the rudder,” said 
James. 
Contacts came on the radio after seven 
minutes, and since Argo hadn’t been hit in 
two minutes, the crew put the sails back up. 
A look below would reveal that the metal of 
| the tiller of the rudder was all bent. 
Wesley was hanging off the back end to 
look at the damage but would not have 
been able to fix it. A salvage boat was sent 
80 minutes later, and between midnight 
and 2:00 am local time, Argo was towed to 
safety. 
“Had the Orcas hit the boat a couple more 
times, they could have broken the rudder - 
could have had a situation where water was 
coming in,” said James. 

Two French sailors in a smaller Zodiac boat reported a 
whale attack at 10:00, and Argo was attacked at 10:45. There 
were two to four more hours to wait on the weather before 
wind would have driven boat to Trafalgar Point. 

When they arrived, they saw a line of boats in the 
Barbate marina, and half of them had lost their rudders to 
Orcas. A morning dive to check the extent of the damage 
revealed that the metal of the rudder had been bent to 
starboard (right) side, other parts bent port (left) side. 

James said the Barbate marina had no airport, nor a 
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bus stop, it only exists to service boats before they go into 
the Strait of Gibraltar. 

Having only spent $19,000 on Argo ($12,000 to buy it 
and $7,000 to prepare it for the cross-Atlantic journey), the 
$5,000 to $7,000 price tag for a new custom rudder was a bit 
much. 

The Curriers cut their losses and sold Argo in Barbate 
for $500 U.S. 

Despite the many redundancies built into Cal’s cross- 
Atlantic trip last summer, he did need one very strange 
connection to solve a problem when out at sea by himself. 
As he was in the Azores and needed to use Argo’s motor, 
the boat got louder and the noise concerned Cal to the point 
he texted his father, who happened to be in Newfoundland 
enjoying dinner at a wedding. 

“At that moment, van Zandt butt-dialed Bill 
(Saltonstall) ... got on Bill’s phone. (van Zandt explained) 
‘that’s just the mid-bearing between the engine and the 
stuffing box, pack white grease ...’ I texted Cal ... five 
minutes later, that worked.” 

For that successful journey across the Atlantic, Cal 
was recognized with awards from the Ocean Cruising Club 
(OCC) of England with the Jester Award for doing great 
things offshore in small boats and from the Cruising Club of 
America (CCA) with the Young Voyagers Award at the New 
York Yacht Club in March. 

A competitive high school volleyball player in Palo 
Alto, California, Cal in the splendid case of irony decided 
upon these adventures to take up sailing as a second high 
school sport. 
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‘Aware but Not Scared’ 
Marion Council on Aging

Ticks are dumb and not in the sense that they’re so 
loathed; they’re assigned a 10-year-old’s ultimate insult. 

That reaching out that they do isn’t because one of us 
got close enough to grab onto, it’s because they can’t see. 
Their sense of vibration or sweat indicates the possibility of 
a giant beast (such as a much larger animal) so they reach. 

The animal could still be several feet away, they don’t 
know. But if their hairy (for lack of a more-accurate term) 
arms catch some fur (or clothing), well, maybe there is 
paydirt to be had. 

“They wait for you to touch them. Ticks can’t jump, 
they don’t fly, ticks cannot parachute out of trees down 
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on you. They just fia out,” said Blake Dinius, Plymouth 
County’s entomologist educator during an August 7 
presentation on ticks to the Marion Council on Aging at the 
Cushing Community Center. 

Unlearning, as much as learning, was a focal point of 
his presentation. 

“Ticks, it’s anumbers game. They’re not smart,” said 
Dinius. “It only takes one of these ticks to feed to completion 
and ... blast out another 2- or 3,000 eggs. “I’m very good at 
insulating ticks.” 

Deer Ticks, explained Dinius, have no eyes. They sense 
activity by waving arms, picking up CO2 and lactic acid 
(sweat) and can feel vibrations in the ground. “They’ve got 
this claw,” he said. When there are many animals running, 
that’s when the ticks are going to be out. 

Before yielding the floor to Erin Morrill, community 
liaison for the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project, 
Dinius shared some personal and family experience as a 
hiker and lent some advice. 

“Be aware but not scared,” he said. 

Dinius presented a quick sketch of facts, noting there 
are 10 different ticks crawling around in Massachusetts, and 
of the 476,000 cases of Lyme disease in the United States, 
95% of those occur in 13 states. The economic burden of 
Lyme is $3,000 per patient per year. 

The fun part of his presentation was a review of 
popular misconceptions. 

“People think they know what to do,” he said, delving 
into myths such as “avoid tall grass.” 

According to Dinius, 95% of ticks are found within 10 feet 
of the forest’s edge, not out in fields tall or thick grass. Deer 
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ticks feed on chipmunks, mice and 150 animals, 82 of which 
are birds. Where do the birds hang out? At the edge, same as 
the animals. 

“I find the majority of them along that edge, that 
strip,” said Dinius, identifying shade and leaf litter as main 
attractions because Deer Ticks require 82% humidity for 
survival; 81% and they die. There is a liquid on their mouths 
that can only absorb 82% and above. 

Next myth: The first freeze kills the ticks. 

Fact: In Maine during last winter’s one frigid 
weekend, reported Dinius, the air temperature dropped to 
minus-9.4 Fahrenheit, but under the under leaves and snow 
it was 26.6. “Ticks will die around 15 degrees, but you've got 
to get below minus-10 to kill the ticks under the leaves and 
snow,” he said. 

The obvious takeaway: Rake your leaves! 

Another misconception: Ticks cannot climb on rubber. 
“They can,” said Dinius. “It’s harder, but still wear spray 
repellent.” 

Dinius gets tested for Lyme disease annually. He has 
taken 30 butterfly walks this year and collects ticks as part of 
his job, but he has not been bitten by a tick in over 30 years. 

In February, he collected a jar full of ticks within 15 
minutes - in a parking lot (!). “It’s not luck, it’s science. I’m 
not a lucky person,” he insists. 

His advice to attendees focused on personal protection 
rather than a yard spray. That attention should go to 
people and pets, and products should include one of DEET, 
Picaridin, Icaridin, or IR3535. 

No more than 20% of the active ingredient is needed in 
the product; Dinius uses 7% DEET on his four-year-old and 
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two-year-old. Always use EPA-registered products. Others 
are recommended by the CDC, but data is lacking. Generic 
brands are okay so long as they are EPA-registered. 

“We call them repellent, but what they really do is 
(mask human chemistry) ... the tick will not know you from 
a tree,” said Dinius. 

Apply to fabrics only, never the skin, and apply in 
advance. Store products takes three to four hours to dry 
but last six washings or one month. A product called Insect 
Shield lasts 70 washings or one year. The first nice weekend 
of every month Dinius treats his family’s outdoor clothes 
and insists they cannot tell that the clothes were treated, but 
keep your cat away until the clothes and shoes have dried, 
just to be on the safe side. 

Two pet products he recommended are “K9 Advantix 
II” (for small dogs) and “Advantage II” (for small cats.) 

Dinius is a big do-it-yourself guy, and a little 
knowledge can go a long way toward saving money. He said 
to avoid the big-box stores and popular websites in search 
of savings on a Seresto collar, as third-party marketers push 
counterfeit products that are next to impossible to discern. 
He gave the thumbs up to Pet Smart, Chewy and your local 
veterinarian clinic. 

Do a daily tick check: “There is not a spot on your 
body where a tick cannot bite,” said Dinius, noting that the 
fingertips can find a tick where the eye cannot see, especially 
in sweaty or warm areas. “A full-body (tick check) takes me 
less than 10 seconds; make it a habit.” 

If bit, use tweezers, grabbing hard around shoulders, 
and pull straight back. If you leave “the head” behind, that 
is actually the mouth, said Dinius, and while the mouth 
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can still cause infection like a splinter might, it cannot send 
Lyme into the body. Don’t google symptoms, Dinius said. 
“Symptoms are generalized, nondescript in many cases.” 

Gather evidence, log the date of the bite and species, if 
possible. University of Rhode Island Tick Spotters have over 
a 99% identification rate. If you send a photo of the tick on 
the phone, you will also get back an estimate of how long 
the tick has been feeding. Bullseye rashes, a classic Lyme 
disease indicator, are not all the same in appearance. 

Finally, don’t park a swing set near the tree line. 

“That tells me these people don’t know where the 
ticks are or they don’t like their kids,” said Dinius, sparking 
laughter. 

Chemical yard sprays cost $100 to $150, said Dinius, 
who said to go with the synthetic or don’t bother (essential 
oils have not been shown to be effective.) But you only need 
two. 

“The yard-spray industry is a very lucrative business,” 
he said, stressing the importance of following the label 
for the DIY crowd. Dinius prescribes one spray in early to 
mid-May and a second spray in early to mid-June. Whether 
or not a yard is sprayed on July 4, the ticks go away. “Just 
spray the edge of the property, it’s good for a month. Do it a 
second time, that’s it.” 

As Merrill would explain, the same personal products 
that work against ticks are helpful against mosquitoes, plus 
Lemon Eucalyptus. If the product is DPA-approved and 
regulated, then it’s the right ingredient, she said. 

Merrill’s presentation of the rapid life cycle of 
mosquito reproduction not only identified that odd tire with 
standing water but a container as small as a discarded bottle 
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Plymouth County offers free services, including tire 
collection, and a homeowner can call up for eight mosquito 
sprays per season. Some are applied at 2:00 am, an ultra- 
low-volume spray not for prevention, it only kills adult 
mosquitoes. 

If you’re out on your deck at the end of the day, wear 
loose-fitting, light-colored clothing with hats, and note that 
mosquitoes don’t like electric fans.

Board, Parker insisted that the committee needs some 
oversight, and he likes the idea of the Select Board voting to 
approve its decisions. 
Th). “Stores with engine parts Hills thinks voting is too strong an action to be 
“ae. and marine accessories. serviceable, considering the machinations of the committee’s 
activities and how it merely works to identify conflicts and 
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problems with bylaws and recommend fixes or resolutions 
that require approvals beyond its own authority. 

Like Parker, Select Board Chairman Toby Burr would 
like to see adjudicatory boards like the Planning Board to 
have the option of resolving bylaws pertaining to its own 
activities, passing them on to the Codification Committee or 
not make any change. 

Hills said the committee has systematically been 
working off 280 comments to the general code. 

“We've been whittling that down so 21 of those are 
left,” he said, qualifying that summary with the fact that 
more conflicts are discovered during the tedious process. 
All the work is done “so the building commissioner 
understands what he’s enforcing, and that’s not the case 
with a lot of bylaws. 

“Whatever we do has to go to the Planning Board, and 
the Planning Board has to have a public hearing, so there’s 
no smoke and mirrors.” 

Burr said, based on his conversations, that Planning 
Board members don’t always know what's going on. Hills 
replied, “None of them have even volunteered to show up 
(at a Codification Committee meeting.) We’re not trying 
to hide anything. ... We’ve been doing this work because 
nobody else wanted to do it. ... | don’t think they understand 
how much work is involved. ... If they want to do it, that’s 
fine with me.” 

At the outset of the reconstitution of the committee, 
Parker said he is not a fan of it and felt that the committee 
had overstepped its mission. 

Town Administrator Geoff Gorman suggested a dual 
approach. “We can do it both ways too,” he said, sharing 
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a hypothetical in which the committee and an adjudicatory 
board would discuss ideas. 

Sensing a lack of consensus on the subject, Gorman told 
the board he would “consult with Town Counsel and see if 
we're going in the right direction.” 

River Road has a new parking restriction, but it comes 
with a wrinkle that left residents watching out what they wish 
for when Select Board member Norm Hills abstained from the 
vote because his research on the matter led him to conclude 
that the street dimensions dictate that state regulations would 
prohibit parking on River Road altogether. 

The matter pursued by residents ever since the old 
Gilda’s gave way to the newly reconstructed establishment at 
the corner of Route 6 almost took a turn that would become 
problematic to the same residents who felt unsafe under the 
former lack of regulations. 

Burr and Parker thought it reasonable to enforce only 
a partial restriction from the corner to the first property 
line. Four signs will be placed warning violators that illegal 
parking at the mouth of River Road will result in towing. 

“T don’t think we can allow parking where the state 
doesn’t allow it,” said Hills before the vote. 

Parker recommended approving the recommended 
measure and “see how it goes, monitor it.” He was concerned 
that a complete ban on parking on River Road would not only 
be unfair to the residents hosting occasional family events but 
could also lead to many other Marion roads meeting the same 
criteria and requiring the same signage. 

Gorman will meet with River Road resident Marc Sylvia 
to determine an exact spot for the sign. 

Finance Director Judy Mooney is retiring after more than 
20 years with the town and according to Gorman, “leaving 
very large shoes to fill.” As a result, Marion is forming a 
Hiring Committee for her replacement. 

Parker suggested that former Select Board member John 
Waterman would make a good candidate for the job. Gorman 
reported that 12 applicants have produced approximately half 
through an initial screening process. Three of those candidates 
are already working for municipalities. 

“T would like someone to shadow Judy for as long as we 
can afford,” said Gorman. “It’s moving as quickly as we can 
make it move.” 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Gorman also 
reported that front-end documents for the new Marine Center 
are complete with procurement the next step. The project’s 
$1,200,000 shortfall will be brought before voters at the

October 23 Special Fall Town Meeting. 

The meeting, to be held at 6:45 pm at Sippican 
Elementary School, will feature the funding for the 
harbormaster’s new headquarters, seawall engineering 
(a shovel-ready project), a cost-of-living adjustment for 
nonunion town employees, shortfall in funding from 
collective bargaining, an employee policy manual review 
and the transfer of a $36,000 opioid settlement from the 
General Fund to free cash. This will presumably position 
the town to direct those funds toward addiction-associated 
programs. 

The Warrant deadline is September 11, closes October 
3, goes to the printer on October 5 and is mailed out to 
residents on October 13. The previously scheduled Special 
Town Election, said Gorman, is most likely no longer 
needed. 

Gorman announced that the Marion Fire Department 
is the recipient of two grants: $190,000 (federal) to replace all 
breathing apparatus and $285,000 to replace an inoperable 
bus truck. 

“The chief (Brian Jackvony) does an amazing job 
going after these grants,” said Gorman, noting that the 
town’s on-call cadre of firefighters are funded by grant 
money. 

The plans for the new Department of Public Works 
building are going well by all accounts. 

Gorman reported a FY24 tax assessment of $35,289.06 
with Plymouth County; the item has been budgeted. 

Volunteers are still needed to serve, set up and take 
down at the Marion Town Party scheduled for Saturday, 
August 26, from 4:00 pm to 10:00 pm at Silvershell Beach. 
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Taylor Souza was approved for appointment as a full- 
time officer with the Marion Police Department effective 
August 20 for a one-year probationary period, per Chief 
Richard Nighelli’s recommendation. Souza comes to the 
Marion Police from the New Bedford PD where he has 
worked since January 2022. He has earned undergraduate 
and graduate degrees from UMass Dartmouth and has 
taught in New Bedford schools and at Dartmouth High. 

While Hills recused himself, Burr and Parker 
voted to ratify the Open Space Recreation Plan (OSRP) 
Implementation Contract between the Town of Marion 
and the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (GRPEDD.) 

The board approved Water /Sewer commitments of:

A Special, One-Day Liquor License was approved for 
the Kennedy wedding on September 2 from 5:00 pm to 11:00 
pm at the Music Hall. 

Burr was voted to represent the Select Board member 
to the Finance Director Hiring Committee.

Land Trust May Appeal Decision 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
A Notice of Intent filing from Beth and David 
Oberlander, 7 Angelica Avenue, was attended by 
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Mattapoisett Land Trust president Mike Huguenin, who 
represented the organization’s interest in the filing as an 
abutter to the Oberlander’s property during Monday night's 
public hearing held by the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission. Oberlander represented himself and is a 
principal partner of BDO Engineering in Mansfield. 

The filing notes proposed plans to raze an existing 
cottage and construct a new, elevated dwelling with 
associated grading and site work, a deck and the installation 
of solar panels. It was the issue of possible leveling and 
adding fill to the site that sparked a debate between 
Oberlander and Huguenin. 

After a rather straightforward presentation of the 
facts by Oberlander, the issue of stormwater flowed into 
the discussion. Huguenin requested the opportunity to sit 
down with Oberlander to discuss stormwater-management 
systems to ensure that water doesn’t flood onto MLT 
property, but Oberlander held that it was the other way 
round, water floods his property from the MLT lot. 
Oberlander stated several times that water coming from the 
MLT lot floods his yard so much that it has rotted out the 
cottage in some locations. This singular issue was debated 
for nearly 30 minutes. 

Commission Chairman Mike King and the other 
commissioners believed that Oberlander had presented 
sufficient details warranting the issuance of an Order of 
Conditions after closing the public hearing. 

Huguenin, who attended via Zoom, said the remote 
system had not allowed him to speak before the hearing 
was closed; he requested a continuance to give the MLT 
and Oberlander time to sit down and hash things out before 
issuing the conditions. King reminded him the public 
hearing was closed, prompting Huguenin to say, “I’ll have 
to appeal.” The commission voted to issue the Order of 
Conditions. 

In other business, requests for determination of 
applicability receiving negative decisions included 
Alexander Ablon, 4 Island View Avenue, for the after-the- 
fact filing for nonnative plant removal with permits. King 
used the case as an opportunity to remind the public to 
check in with the commission before executing landscaping 
and other projects that may fall under the Wetlands 
Protection Act. 

Ray Hanks, 18 Crystal Springs Road, received a 
negative RDA decision for a septic repair, and Andrew and 
Jennifer McIntire, 31 Water Street, received the same for 
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structure repairs and modification to their property. 

ARDA filed by Douglas Peck, 33 Antassawamock 
Road, received a negative decision, as did a filing by 
Timothy and Carolyn Kelley, 2 Windward Way. 

Commission member David Nicolosi recused himself 
for a Notice of Intent filing for Double N Farm, 0 Marion 
Road, property owned by Nicolosi. He plans to remove 
some trees and prepare 5 acres for the planting of native 
grasses such as alfalfa. A continuance was granted to allow 
for agricultural planning. 

Amended orders of conditions were granted to Fred 
Danforth and Carlene Larsson, 2 Brandt Island Shores, 
and Goodspeed LLC for 1 Brandt Island Shores, as both 
for planned stone-revetment repair needed due to storm 
damage. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, August 28, at 6:30 
pm. 


Restoration Plan in Place 
Rochester’s Conservation Commission

Rochester’s Conservation Commission Tuesday 
approved the long-awaited buffer-zone restoration plan for 
89 Box Turtle Drive, a year-and-a-half old after the dispute 
started over property owner Doug Rose clearing land there 
too close to wetlands without a permit. 

The restoration plan that the petitioner’s 
representative, Brad Holmes, presented to the commission 
proposes the area to within 35 feet of the wetlands to include 
a 10-foot buffer strip of wood chips and native plantings that

will include at least three sapling trees 6-to 8-feet tall. 

The latter detail was a result of Commissioner Ben 
Bailey insisting that the trees removed originally be replaced 
with similar “large caliber” ones. Holmes said it will be hard 
to fit large trees in that area but added he was willing to 
abide by the commission’s wishes. He said he hopes to start 
the restoration plantings after September 15 and be finished 
by the end of October. 

Over a year ago, the commission voted to begin 
delivering “noncriminal enforcement tickets,” fining the 
property owner on a climbing scale of $50, then $100, then 
$300 per day for clearing without a permit. Chairman Chris 
Gerrior said Rose will still owe those fines. 

The commission also approved an Abbreviated 
Notice of Resource Area Delineation for a proposed 
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solar project at 0 Old Tuck Bog Road. The applicant’s 
representative, Andrew Gorman of Beals and Thomas, Inc., 
of Southborough, sought to confirm the limit and regulatory 
status of its wetlands resource area by describing the 
topography of the 73-acre central parcel. 

The only complication came from abutters Diane and 
Rodney Fielding, who said some of the wetlands flags on the 
parcel were actually on their land and that the petitioner had 
gone on their property without permission. Gorman said he 
and his client will gladly exchange information with them to 
take down the incorrectly set flags. 

In other business, the commission approved a 
Certificate of Compliance for completed Order of Conditions 
work at the Old Middleboro Road solar project and another 
for completed Order of Conditions work at 119 Dexter 
Lane that involved allowing the thinning of under and 
overgrowth on the nonwetlands area of the property. 

The board then responded with a Negative 
Determination of Applicability to wetlands protection 
regulations for residential septic system work at 1087 
Walnut Plain Road. The plan to abandon an old septic 
system there by filling it with sand and building a new 
system at a safe buffer zone will not affect wetlands, the 
commission concluded. 

Lastly, the commission signed the much-debated 
Conservation Restriction on 13 acres at Red Brick Farm East. 

When the commissioners first heard of the CR plan 
approximately two months ago, they complained that 
Rochester has lost the right to use its own water resources 
too many times over the decades. The regional agreement 
would give Mattapoisett the water rights to the Rochester 
parcel, including possibly digging up to four new wells 
under a coownership agreement with the Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Authority. The commissioners were united 
in their refusal to sign the Red Brick Farms CR without 
more information, especially as to whether the CR can be 
rewritten to give Rochester rights to some of that water. 

The commission agreed to the plan, only it was 
emphasized that the $1 purchase offer needed to be part of 
the letter’s language. The Conservation Restriction that the 
board signed Tuesday puts in writing that the Mattapoisett 
water authority “will make every attempt to transfer the 
land to the town of Rochester for $1.” 

Bailey added, however, that now it will be up to the 
town’s attorneys to make sure the Conservation Restriction 
treats the town and its water rights fairly. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission set its next 
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meeting for Tuesday, September 5, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 
1 Constitution Way. 


Capital Plan Key to Waterways Funding 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

With questions looming over financial and 
organizational issues, the Marine Resources Commission 
met Monday night with a Select Board member, the police 
chief and the town administrator. 

At a meeting last month, MRC members said the MRC 
generates revenue but some of that revenue goes into the 
general town treasury. However, when it comes to funding 
Waterways projects, the MRC cannot access those funds, yet 


are expected to help finance some major projects unrelated 
to its operations. 

At the forefront of the MRC’s attention are the new 
Marine Center (harbormaster operations building) and 
much-needed repair of the seawall at Island Wharf. 

Town Administrator Geoff Gorman and other officials 
discussed ways to ensure that as much as possible, MRC 
revenue goes toward harbor issues. If not, he said officials 
can work together toward grants and other opportunities 
that would not financially hamstring the Harbormaster 
Department. 

“Every single person is in this town,” Gorman said, 
“we are using taxpayer money and mooring fees.”

five-year capital plan and lay out the funding sources for all 
projects. 

Interim Harbormaster Adam Murphy said that with 
the upcoming new headquarters construction, harbor- 
related fees will have to increase but an explanatory 
pamphlet could justify how the increases offset expenses. 
Select Board member Randy Parker said that a five-year 
capital plan with detailed funding sources could be a model 
for other organizations to follow. 

“So when we know Waterways (Department) can’t 
afford (a capital expenditure), so can it come out of the 
general fund or grants,” Gorman added. 

MRC members also talked about an issue of 
abandoned boat moorings and moorings used by multiple 
parties. Murphy said he just cannot remove the mooring 
from the former owner and reassign it. He must send 
registered letters and undergo a legal process. 

MRC officials discussed having commercial areas use 
colors to distinguish their moorings, which is in line with 
local regulations. Such a process could help officials identify 
unused moorings and other related issues.

ZBA Renews Variance for Multi-Family Home 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning of Appeals on August 10 


reapproved two variances to allow the construction of a 
multifamily home at 149 Marion Road. 
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Amy and Jesse Hartley-Matteson were returning 
to the board because they had let the previous variance 
approvals for the project lapse without starting work; 
such variances are valid for only one year. Amy Hartley- 
Matteson said they were unaware of the one-year limit, as 
it was given only a one-sentence mention in the paperwork 
they signed, and they had not yet started that part of their 
renovations. Zoning board members responded they had no 
problem renewing what had been granted a year ago. 

The petitioners were seeking a variance of the lot-size 
requirements and another variance to allow an increase 
in the floor-structure area to exceed 30%, with the goal of 
turning a single-family dwelling into a multifamily home so 
Amy’s parents, Woody and Sharon Hartley, may live there. 

Next, the ZBA was less positive toward a variance 
request of the 40-foot minimum setback requirement for an 
existing pool shed at 2 Bishop Road. The board continued 
the hearing to August 24 after noting doubts that it would 
grant approval. 

Consulting engineer John Romanelli said the 12x16- 
foot shed at 2 Bishop Road is less than 40 feet from 0 Bishop 
Street because he made a mathematical error when drawing 
the lot lines. Now the owner of 0 Bishop, Mark Wilson, 
wants to sell his vacant lot. But the pool shed owned by 
Romanelli’s client, Logan Smith, 2 Bishop Road, is massive, 
filled with electrical and other equipment, and would be 
difficult to move. 

ZBA member Richard Cutler set the tone of the 
board’s response by noting, “This is a created hardship. It’s 
not allowed.” 

Romanelli said he cannot make the other lot conform

to town zoning without ruining the shed, resulting in a lot 
of expense. Board member Jeffrey Costa suggested it would 
not be as big of a concern if the neighbors had no problem 
with it. ZBA Chairman David Arancio motioned a short 
recess to let Romanelli to speak to Smith before seeking a 
withdrawal or a continuance, but Romanelli was unable to 
contact him. 

When motioning the continuance to August 24, 
Arancio proposed that both property owners attend the 
meeting and that any ultimate agreement between the two 
be in writing to guard against the issue becoming a problem 
in the future. 

In other action, the ZBA agreed to organize its own 
bylaw-review subcommittee. Arancio said he has yet to 
hear from Town Counsel on Town Planner Nancy Durfee’s 
proposal to create a similar, less-formal bylaw study group. 
The board set creating the subcommittee at its next posted 
meeting.

Accessory-Dwelling Bylaw Debated 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

The Marion Affordable Housing Trust held a 
substantial discussion during Tuesday night’s public 
meeting on a potential bylaw revision to the existing one 
governing accessory dwelling units, but movement is not 
imminent. 

“Norm (Hills) wants to slow down on this, (but) the

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thing is, if we wait for the Codification Committee, what 

do you feel in this bylaw needs to be tied to any other 
bylaw? Toby (Ast) did a nice little rendition here,” said AHT 
Chairperson Terri Santos. 

Hills explained that many of the bylaws that he has 
spent countless hours sifting through are problematic 
because they conflict with other overlapping bylaws. He 
doesn’t want the same thing to happen with the bylaw that 
addresses accessory dwelling units. 

Referencing the last Planning Board meeting that 
engaged in a discussion with concerned residents regarding 
short-term rentals in their neighborhoods, Hills said, 
“they’re all tied together. I don’t think we can do one 
without the other. Short-term rentals basically suck up any 
affordable units.” 

Santos countered that most of the properties in Marion 
that are being rented are high end. 

“They all get swept under the same rug,” said Hills. 
“A bylaw is written without consideration of impact on 
others ... then the building commissioner is trying to (weigh) 
... doing this in a vacuum is not a good idea.” 

Santos believes that the whole short-term, rental issue 
can be addressed by adding to the governing bylaw. Hills 
noted the Planning Board’s intentions to write a short-term- 
rental bylaw. 

Eileen Marum, the AHT’s newest member but no 
stranger to municipal government or housing matters, 
referenced existing rental bylaws in Barnstable and Alford. 

Ast noted that the last Planning Board meeting saw 
several residents criticizing short-term rentals. Santos 
estimates that there are 50 short-term rentals in Marion. Ast 
and Hills plan to work together on the accessory-dwelling 
bylaw. 

The trust voted to approve the draft letter of reply 
to former Select Board member John Waterman’s letter 
recommending the town do away with the Affordable / 
Inclusionary Housing Bylaw. 

Member Susan Miller’s effort to fast-track Marion into 
a rain-barrel water program meant to assist the needy has 
met obstacles. 

Ast consulted with Community Preservation 
Committee Chairman Jeff Doubrava, whom he says does 
not think CPA funds can be used for the rain barrels. Ast 
reported the same general response from the nonprofit 
Community Preservation Coalition. 

Miller said the number of Mattapoisett homeowners 
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taking advantage of the program is up from 47 to 57. “It’s 
something that’s meant to help with the water bill, but it’s 
not for everyone,” she said. 

Santos suggested a look into grant-funding 
opportunities. 

The AHT potentially has two new members, including 
applicant Chris Collings, a former member of the Planning 
Board. 

The next meeting of the Marion Affordable Housing 
Trust is scheduled for Tuesday, September 12, at 6:00 pm at 
the Police Station.

Please allow me to clarify and illuminate several 
“misrepresentations” concerning the “See You at The 
Library” event held on Saturday, August 5th at the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library: 

-Disturbingly, several residents reported that they felt 
threatened attending the event after they received messages 
from “friends” warning them of plans to ostracize them, 
boycott their businesses, and impact their family members 
lives. Several businesses were “negatively” approached to 
remove our posters. I loved the protester’s sign claiming 
their support of free speech. It’s only support of their 
speech. 

-The Mattapoisett GOP never met on this topic. 
Members of the Event team misunderstood the library’s 
instructions and thought that only an “authorized 
Mattapoisett organization” could request and receive 
approval. (They later discovered that any Mattapoisett 
citizen can request space for events.) They had asked me if 
the GOP would lend them their name, and I was happy to 
help with that. This was explained to library officials as soon 
as this misunderstanding was discovered. 

-The group was never deceptive by implying that 
this was a “library-sponsored” event. The poster and social 
media flyer never stated that the library was sponsoring it. 

-The claim that the book “As You Grow” is prejudicial 
to people of color is just preposterous. Dark colors have 
always been used to set the tone for evil. Using this logic, 

I should not be viewing Star Wars since Darth Vader is 
armored in Black and using the “dark side of the Force.” Or 
would I read of the adventures of Harry Potter overcoming 
the “Dark powers.” I can go on and cite many more 
examples. C’mon. 

-We received many emails from people who praised 
our efforts. We never received any negative correspondence. 

-Did any protesters ask the kids what they thought? 
We did. Guess what? They loved the books and applauded 
spontaneously after each was finished. They had fun. We 
asked the parents, too. Same response. Both children and 
parents had fun, enjoyed the song, pledge, prayer, books, 
and activities. Some remained to complete their coloring 
while we were resetting the room. And, of course, they 
loved the Hoodsie ice cream cups. 

We plan to do this again. When we hold our next 
event, we hope you will volunteer to join us and bring the 
children.

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Sorcerer (1977). Starring Roy Scheider and Bruno 
Cremer. Directed by William Friedkin. Running time: 
122 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. Available on physical 
and streaming home media. 

When William Friedkin died on August 7, the 
press of course referred to him in terms of his hits: “the 
director of The French Connection and The Exorcist.” 
Friedkin was also the director of 1977's Sorcerer, a movie 
he might have preferred to be remembered by. Of all his 
films, it was his favorite, “the only film I’ve made,” he 
said in 2017, “that I can still watch.” It ended up being 
one of his biggest flops, having gone way over budget 
at great physical risk to the cast and crew; the making of 
Sorcerer was often as nerve-wracking and nightmarish as 
the movie itself is. 

Based on the premise of Georges Arnaud’s novel 
The Wages of Fear, which also inspired H.G. Clouzot’s 1953 
classic of the same name, the film comes close to being 
a pure-cinema riff on the frustrations of machines and 
nature and how they are aligned against the will of man. 
Four men hiding out in a Colombian village are selected 
for what looks to be a suicide mission: using a pair of 
broken-down trucks, convey old boxes of dynamite, 
which has leaked highly unstable nitroglycerine liquid, 
over two hundred and eighteen miles of bumpy, 
treacherous jungle roads — and the most rickety-looking 
suspension bridge you’ ve ever seen — so that a burning 
oil well can be blown up, dispersing the fires. The men 
are Scanlon (Roy Scheider), an American wheelman for 
thieves, on the run from a mob boss; Kassem (Amidou), 
a terrorist who targeted an Israeli bank; Victor (Bruno 
Cremer), a stockbroker who fled jail time for tax fraud; 
and Nilo (Francisco Rabal), an icy hit-man. 

Friedkin and writer Walon Green (The Wild 
Bunch) introduce us to these men in pre-plot vignettes 
meant to establish what they seek to escape. They 
are offered a large sum of money by the American oil 
company to perform this mission. In either film version, 
I think we’re meant to take the story as a metaphor for 
how capitalism grinds everyone down, though Friedkin 
tends to let subtext take care of itself; he gets much 
more juice out of the central challenges, which pit truck 
against nature and sometimes against itself. Humans 
create machines to master nature, but here the machines 
are jerry-rigged and half-dead, and the jungle is robust,

throwing many obstacles in the protagonists’ path. (There 
are no heroes here.) 

The legendary (or if it isn’t, it deserves to be) 
bridge sequence, in which first one truck and then the 
other seems to exhale stoically and try its luck over the 
splintered boards and unlikely ropes of that bridge, can 
still get us to lean forward in our seats and wince audibly, 
even though we know that nobody died filming it, and 
the bridge itself was part of hydraulically assisted movie 
magic. Friedkin, a master of tension, can make us forget 
all that. Then there’s the fallen-tree sequence, which 
inspires a Treasure of Sierra Madre-like gust of sardonic 
laughter from the hit-man before the terrorist, who has 
experience with bombs, figures out a way to clear the 
path. The physical realism is oppressive, reeking of a 
sense of futility. The men, feeling every inch of the slow 
218-mile drive, strain against the elements to attain 
freedom, which isn’t guaranteed. 

I don’t want to get into a contest between Sorcerer 
and The Wages of Fear. Both are masterful in their distinct 
ways, and the Clouzot classic has won (and earned) a spot 
among the Criterion-anointed canon, while Sorcerer, this 
surly and downbeat thing that could serve as a comment 
on Vietnam, got chased out of theaters in 1977 by the post- 
Vietnam bag of candy nobody knew they’d been waiting 
for, Star Wars. The writing was scrawled in blood on the 
wall: Friedkin’s taste for antiheroes or flawed heroes, 
which had stood him in good stead in his previous two 
hits, was now as much a thing of the past as Clouzot. 
Disagreeable main characters eventually found a home 
on HBO and then elsewhere on the dial; they were, by 
and large, no longer welcome in theaters, though Friedkin 
kept trying. But he could never quite get behind the heroic 
code or perfect people doing perfect things. Right up to 
the end he asked, with his usual impatient tenor, “What 
the hell is wrong with us? Why do we do this crap?” and 
to try to answer the former, he made movies exploring 
the latter. Sorcerer was maybe the clearest example of his 
mission, his question. Give it a shot. 
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on ORR CCTV, and you may also wonder as a member of 
the media stated, “What were they protesting about?”

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

In 1892, the Pilgrim monument was founded as 
Cape Cod Pilgrim Memorial Association with the goal of 
commemorating the first landing of the pilgrims in the New 
World. The Association was given the land at the top of 
High Pole Hill for the monument’s location. Construction 
began in 1907 and was completed in 1910. 

In 1907, President Theodore Roosevelt presided at 
the laying of the cornerstone. He arrived in Provincetown 
on the day of the event aboard the Presidential yacht, the 
Mayflower. The monument was dedicated in 1910, and 
this time it was President William Howard Taft who was 
the guest of honor, and he also sailed on the Presidential 
Mayflower. 

The completed tower, made wholly of granite, was 
252 ft. tall and remains the tallest all- granite monument in 
the world. According to information on the monument’s 
website, only granite quarried in one specific quarry in 
Maine could be used, and this is when the story gets
